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MEMORIAL. 

In  this  age  of  mutual  charity  and  benevolence,  any 
addrefs,  from  any  clafs  of  men,  in  behalf  of  their 
fellow  creatures,  daily  fuffering  from  a  dangerous  and 
loathfome  difeafe,  might  be  thought  unneceffary  by 
fuperficial  obfervers.  It  is,  however,  a  painful  reflec¬ 
tion,  that  this  is  not  the  cafe :  for  the  conftant  exiftence 
of  the  cafual  Small  Pox,  in  the  united  kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  its  increafe,  during  the 
laft  few  months,  in  this  city  and  county,  afford  an 
ample  proof,  that  it  is  an  evil  of  great  extent,  not  only 
requiring  the  ferious  attention  of  an  enlightened  legis¬ 
lature,  but  more  particularly  appealing  to  the  judgment 
and  feeling  of  fuch  perfons,  the  object  of  whofe  duty 
and  profeflional  employment  is  the  prevention  and  re¬ 
moval  of  difeafe.  In  fpeaking  of  the  nature  of  cafual 
Small  Pox,  it  may  with  truth  be  obferved,  that  it  has 
been  the  fcourge  of  human  nature,  for  many  centuries, 
and  that  it  has  furpafled  every  other  difeafe  in  virulence 
and  devaftation :  even  the  Plague  itfelf,  whofe  very  name, 
ipreads  terror  through  the  world,  yielding  to  it  in  the 
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mortality  and  lofs  of  human  life  which  it  occafions, 
although  armed  with  the  power  of  attacking  the  fame 
individual  more  than  once.  The  reafon  of  this 
greater  mortality  from  Small  Pox  than  Plague,  or  any 
other  difeafe,  will  readily  occur  to  the  thinking  mind  ; 
the  ravages  of  the  Plague  are  foftened  and  reftri£ted  by 
feafon,  and  receive  limitation  from  foil  and  climate ; 
but  no  controul  of  this  nature  arrefts  the  progrefs  of 
Small  Pox,  its  baneful  influence  exifting  at  all  times 
and  feafons,  and  vifiting  every  foil  and  every  climate : 
fo  that  it  may  be  emphatically  termed,  a  general  and 
perpetual  Plague.  That  this  character,  however  dread¬ 
ful,  of  Small  Pox  is  true,  we  need  only  recur  to  the 
bills  of  mortality,  where  an  account  of  the  deaths  arif- 
ing  from  both  difeafes  is  given,  and  from  them  it 
appears,  that  the  deaths  from  Plague  within  the  Lon¬ 
don  bills,  during  a  century,  viz.  from  1601  to  1701 
inclufive,  were  188,571,  but  from  1701  to  1801  in- 
clufive,  it  appears,  that  in  a  century,  at  leafl:  250,000 
perfons  have  periflied  of  this  fatal  difeafe,  the  average 
of  deaths  being,  in  the  fame  bills,  conflderably  more 
than  2000  a  year.  And  we  may  with  fafety  prefume, 
that  a  fimilar  ratio  of  the  mortali:y  of  Small  Pox  and 
Plague  obtained,  during  the  fame  period,  in  thofe  parts 
of  the  kingdom,  unnoticed  by  the  London  bills. 

But  this  flatement  taken  from  records,  warped  by  no 
theory,  and  fubfervient  to  no  fpeculation,  {hews  only 
the  immediate  or  direct  mortality  of  Small  Pox,  and 
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affords  us  no  clue  to  effimate  the  morbid  effects,  which 
it  exerts  upon  the  human  frame,  in  producing  death 
more  remotely,  or  by  the  intervention  of  other  difeafes  ; 
fuch  as  its  power  of  forming  fcrophula,  or  calling 
into  action  its  latent  feeds  .the  mofl  fertile  caufe  of  con- 
fumption,  a  difeafe  too  fatal,  and  too  general,  in  the 
Britifh  ifles.  Thefe  indirect  effects  of  Small  Pox,  in 
producing  death,  or  entailing  upon  mankind  other 
difeafes,  as  permanent  weaknefs  of  body,  diminifhed 
ftrength  of  limb,  lofs  or  defeat  of  fenfe,  as  blindnefs 
and  deafnefs,  can  only  be  accurately  known  to  medical 
men,  whofe  daily  practice  brings  them  acquainted  with 
the  victims  of  Small  Pox,  whether  from  its  direct  or 
remote  influence.  It  is  not  to  be  wondered  at,  then, 
that  the  generous  and  enlightened  fliould,  for  a  long 
period,  have  been  employed  in  inventing  means  adequate 
to  the  refiftance  and  fuppreflion  of  fo  great  an  evil  to 
fociety  as  Small  Pox ;  and  we  find,  fo  long  ago  as  the 
beginning  of  the  lafh  century,  about  1722,  a  method 
of  communicating  this  difeafe,  by  inoculation,  was 
brought  to  this  kingdom,  and  which  certainly  difarmed 
it  of  its  danger,  in  a  very  great  degree.  Humanity 
received  this  difcovery  with  eagernefs,  and  reafon 
augured  from  it  the  greatefl  good ;  and  it  was 
thought,  that  human  nature  would  no  longer  be 
the  vi&im  of  fo  malignant  a  difeafe.  It  appears  that 
thefe  hopes  were  too  fanguine,  for  hiftory  informs  us 
that  this  mode  of  giving  the  difeafe  by  inoculation,  was 
at  firfb  partially  received,  and  of  courfe  but  flowly  prac- 
tifed  \  and  that  after  a  lapfe  of  a  few  years,  it  became 
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more  general  among  the  higher  orders  of  fociety,  and 
inftitutions  were  formed  in  the  metropolis,  and  in  other 
parts  of  the  kingdom,  for  the  gratuitous  inoculation  of 
the  lower. — It  was  hoped,  by  thefe  falutary  pro¬ 
ceedings,  not  only,  that  great  reftraint  would  be  put 
upon  the  progrefs  of  a  difeafe,  deftroying,  in  the  firft 
fifteen  years  of  life,  more  than  the  combined  power  of 
all  other  difeafes,  but  that  ultimately  the  extinction  of 
it  would  be  effected.  This  goodly  profped  fo  far  from 
being  realized  has  been  wholly  darkened  by  fome  me¬ 
lancholy  fads,  which  inquiry  has  eftabliflied  ;  and  from 
which  it  appears  that  more  deaths  have  taken  place 
fince  the  pradice  of  inoculation  than  before ;  an  effed 
which  is  only  to  be  afcribed  to  the  pradice  of  inoculation 
among  the  higher  orders,  keeping  up  the  cafual  Small 
Pox  among  the  lower,  in  a  great  degree; — for  compared 
with  cafual  Small  Pox,  the  inoculated  may  be  faid  to  be 
almoft  free  from  danger ;  the  proportion  of  deaths  from 
the  inoculated  being  only  one  in  three  hundred,  where¬ 
as  it  appears,  from  the  cafual  Small  Pox,  at  a  mode¬ 
rate  calculation,  about  one  in  fix  falls  a  vidim  to  the 
difeafe.  It  was  foon  difcovered,  that,  to  remedy  thefe 
mifchievous  effeds  xif  partial  inoculation,  and  to  proted 
human  nature  from  the  cafual  Small  Pox,  it  was  ne- 
ceffary  to  extend  the  pradice  of  inoculation  generally, 
or,  more  ftridly  fpeaking,  univerfally — and  it  has  been 
the  aim  of  the  firlt  medical  and  political  charaders  to 
inculcate  the  neceffity  of  fubftituting  univerfally  the 
inoculated,  for  the  natural  Small  Pox. —  It  might 
have  been  fuppofed  that  a  meafure  didated  by  reafon 
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and  common  fenfe,  and  by  which  the  fatality  of  Small 
Pox  might  have  been  fo  greatly  abridged,  would  have 
met  with  little  difficulty  in  the  execution — but  thefe 
humane  exertions  have  failed  altogether,  as  within  the 
lafh  few  years  the  mortality  from  Small  Pox  has  been 
annually  increafing;  for  it  appears  that  in  the  firft  thirty 
years  of  the  eighteenth  century,  before  the  effects  of 
inoculation  could  be  ffiewn,  in  every  1000  deaths,  the 
proportion  arifing  from  Small  Pox  amounted  only  to  74, 
but  in  the  laft  thirty  years  of  that  century,  the  deaths 
from  Small  Pox  amounted  to  96  in  1000.  It  is  our 
opinion,  that  this  failure,  in  extending  generally  the 
inoculation  of  Small  Pox,  is  not  fo  much  to  be  afcribed 
to  the  prejudices  of  the  poor,  as  to  a  fupinenefs  of  cha¬ 
racter  refpeCting  difeafe,  or  infenfibility  to  their  own 
fafety,  the  neceffary  attributes  of  poverty,  or  of  minds 
whofe  exertion  is  unceafingly  directed  to  procuring 
daily  fuftenance  for  themfelves  and  families.  This  is 
evinced  by  the  readinefs  with  which  the  poor,  when 
called  upon,  fubmit  to  parochial  inoculation. 

But,  whatever  melancholy  impreffions,  thefe  failures 
may  have  made  upon  the  minds  of  medical  men  or 
others,  they  have  been  greatly  removed,  by  a  new  sera  in 
medicine,  commencing  with  the  difcovery  of  Cow  Pox 
Inoculation,  by  Dr.  Jenner,  as  a  preventive  of  Small 
Pox.  A  difcovery  which  ffiould  be  received  and  le- 
warded,  not  only  by  individual,  but  by  national,  gra¬ 
titude.  In  this  difcovery,  as  far  as  the  experiment  has 
been  made,  there  is  reafon  to  believe,  that  he  has  af¬ 
forded 
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forded  mankind  a  complete  antidote,  a  certain  protec¬ 
tion  againft  Small  Pox,  and  has,  probably,  given  them 
the  means  of  extinguifhing  the  Small  Pox  altogether. 
In  giving  our  fuffrage  to  this  difcovery,  and  to  the  ap¬ 
plication  of  it,  it  is  our  wifh  to  imprefs  upon  the  minds 
of  the  inhabitants  of  this  city  and  county,  our  thorough 
convidion  of  its  fafety,  and  of  its  efficacy,  when  duly 
employed  in  preventing  Small  Pox — that  we  confider 
its  adion  upon  the  human  frame,  the  moll  mild  and  in¬ 
nocent,  never  proving  fatal,  and  requiring  no  affiftance 
from  internal  medicine — and  laftly,  that  it  is  not  con¬ 
tagious — and  on  thefe  accounts,  it  requires  no  fufpen- 
fion  of  intercourfe  or  induflry,  among  the  different 
members  of  fociety.  And  as  far  as  our  experience  has 
gone,  the  Cow  Pox  never  calls  forth  or  is  followed  by 
any  other  difeafe,  fuch  as  the  evil,  general  difability  of 
body  or  lofs  or  imperfedion  of  any  of  the  fenfes.  In 
addition  to  thefe  fads,  we  wiffi  further  to  remark,  that 
in  our  experience  during  the  lad  five  or  fix  years,  we 
have  never  witneffed  an  inftance  of  a  perfon  receiving 
the  Small  Pox,  after  having  been  duly  and  attentively 
fubjeded  by  inoculation  to  the  Cow  Pox  ;  and  we  are 
of  opinion,  that  the  numbers  which  have  been  inocu¬ 
lated  for  it,  in  the  united  kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  (not  to  mention  the  other  parts  of  the  world)  for 
the  laft  five  or  fix  years,  afford  an  ample  teflimony,  an  in¬ 
controvertible  experiment,  of  its  preventive  power  ;  not 
knowing  any  analogy  of  adion,  or  law  of  the  animal 
ceconomy,  by  which  it  is  rendered  doubtful,  that  the 
preventive  effeds  of  Cow  Pox,  upon  the  human  body, 
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after  being  exerted,  for  four  or  live  years,  Ihould  not 
continue  to  be  exerted  through  life.  And  that  this  is 
the  fa Ql  is  proved  by  many  cafes  on  record,  of  perfons 
receiving  the  difeafe'from  the  cow,  in  early  years,  arid 
never  afterwards,  through  a  long  life,  taking  the  Small 
Pox,  although  expofed  to  its  action.  With  this  con¬ 
viction,  we  are  called  upon  as  friends  of  fcience  and 
humanity,  to  recommend  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  city 
and  its  hamlets,  the  adoption  of  the  general  Cow  Pox 
Inoculation  propofed  at  the  General  Meeting  of  the  In¬ 
habitants  of  this  city,  on  Monday  laft,  July  29th. 

That  this  recommendation  may  receive  every  affiflance 
that  a  candid  and  impartial  inquiry  can  give  it,  we  fhall 
briefly  examine  the  force  of  the  objections  brought  againft 
Cow  Pox  inoculation,  and  draw  a  parallel  between  its  ef¬ 
fects  and  the  effeCts  of  inoculated  Small  Pox  upon  the  hu¬ 
man  body. — It  is  admitted  on  all  hands,  that  the  Cow  Pox 
is  never  fatal,  whereas  in  the  inoculated  Small  Pox,  one 
in  300  perifhes;  a  circumftance  of  no  trifling  confider- 
ation.  It  is  afferted  that  Cow  Pox  is  not,  univerfally, 
a  fecurity  againlt  Small  Pox,  there  being  inftances  al- 
ledged  of  perfons  taking  the  Small  Pox,  after  having 
been  inoculated  for  the  Cow  Pox.  To  give  this  argu¬ 
ment  its  full  force,  let  us  admit  all  the  alledged  cafes  to 
be  true,  and  then  proceed  to  afeertain  the  proportion 
they  bear  to  the  whole  number  of  perfons  who  have 
been  inoculated  for  the  Cow  Pox.-— From  this  inquiry  it 
appears,  that  of  250,000  perfons,  who  have  been  inocu¬ 
lated  for  the  Cow  Pox,  only  50  perfons  have  been  al¬ 
ledged 


ledged  to  have  fufFered  from  fubfequent  Small  Pox ; 
thus,  even  in  this  view,  the  Cow  Pox  is  highly  to  be 
preferred  to  the  Small  Pox,  as,  from  this  eftimate,  mly 
one  pcrfon  in  5000  is  liable  to  Small  Pox ,  whereas  in 
inoculated  Small  Pox ,  it  is  admitted ,  that  one  perfon  in 
300  pcrifhes. — But  a  more  minute  inveftigation  has 
fhewn,  that  of  thefe  fifty  alledged  cafes,  only  ten  have 
been  fubftantiated  by  evidence  admiffible  and  adequate; 
and  that  it  is  probable,  among  thefe  ten  cafes  fome  de¬ 
ception  or  miftake  may  have  taken  place,  on  the  fame 
grounds,  as  in  fome  of  the  afferted  cafes  of  Small  Pox 
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fubfequent  to  Small  Pox,  and  in  which  the  Chicken  Pox 
has  been  taken  for  Small  Pox. — Admitting,  however, 
thefe  ten  cafes  to  be  eftabliihed,  the  conclufion  from  fuch 
admiffion  ftrongly  proves  the  fuperior  advantages  of  Cow 
Pox  inoculation  ;  as  in  that  cafe,  inflead  of  one  perfon  in 
5000,  only  one  perfon  in  25000  would  be  liable  to  Small 
Pox.  And  farther  fuppofmg  in  the  250,000  perfons  ino¬ 
culated  for  the  Cow  Pox,  that  ten  of  them  (as  afferted) 
fhould  be  liable  to  Small  Pox,  and  fhould  a&ually  take  it, 
and  in  the  cafual  way,  and  that  of  thefe  ten  one  in  five 
fhould  die,  which  is  a  greater  proportion  than  really  ob¬ 
tains,  it  would  then  appear,  that  of  250,000  perfons  in¬ 
oculated  for  the  Cow  Pox,  only  two  perfons  would  have 
died,  and  thofe  from  fubfequent  Small  Pox ;  whereas, 
the  deaths  from  the  fame  number  of  perfons  (250,000) 
inoculated  for  Small  Pox  (taking  the  received  propor¬ 
tion  of  one  in  300),  would  be  about  834. — Thus  it  is 
proved,  that  the  fatality  of  Small  Pox  inoculation, 
compared  with  that  of  perfons  taking  the  Small  Pox  in 
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the  cafual  way,  fubfequent  to  the  Cow  Pox,  is,  as  near 
as  maybe,  834  to  2;  a  fadt  at  once  drongly  exhibiting 
the  fuperior  advantages  and  mildnefs  of  the  Cow  Pox, 
when  compared  with  Small  Pox. 

With  this  fact  we  (hall  conclude  our  remarks,  trud- 
ing,  that  enough  has  been  faid  to  incite  the  inhabitants 
of  this  city,  to  adopt  the  propofed  plan  of  general  Cow 
Pox  inoculation,  and  that  the  poorer  dalles  of  fociety 
will,  with  gratitude,  lifhen  to  thefe  friendly  counfels, 
and  pra&ife  a  plan  fo  necelfary  to  their  fafety  : — and  that 
the  Court  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  the  Clergy,  and 
leading  Inhabitants  of  this  City,  will  affid  and  promote 
meafures  fo  beneficent  and  falutary,  not  only  by  their  in¬ 
fluence  but  by  their  example,  by  difcouraging,  on  the 
one  hand,  the  pernicious  practice  of  inoculating  for  the 
Small  Pox,  and,  on  the  other,  advancing,  by  their  ut- 
mofl  endeavour,  the  adoption  of  the  Cow  Pox.— And 
for  the  fame  reafon  mufl  we  appeal  to  the  Miniflers,  to 
the  Parifh  Officers  and  leading  men  of  the  feveral  pa- 
rifhes  in  this  County,  for  their  co-operation,  in  difcou¬ 
raging  the  inoculation  of  the  Small  Pox,  and  in  adopt¬ 
ing  that  for  the  Cow  Pox  ;  knowing  as  we  do,  that  the 
characters  mentioned,  have  with  parental  attention,  and 
from  the  bed  motives,  encouraged  every  few  years,  in 
their  feveral  pariffies,  a  general  inoculation  for  the 
Small  Pox,  a  pra&ice  eventually  highly  pernicious,  as, 
at  the  fame  time  that  it  gives  fecurity  to  the  pariffies  in¬ 
oculated,  it  carries  danger  and  death  to  the  adjoining 
pariffies,  in  which  inoculation  has  not  taken  place. 
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And  as  experience  has  {hewn  the  little  progrefs  which 
has  been  made  at  all  times,  by  the  Small  Pox  inoculation, 
among  the  poor  when  left  to  themfelves,  and  unfolicited 
to  apply  it  in  practice;  a  fa£t  eftablifhed  beyond  a  doubt, 
by  the  reflection  that  only  the  frnall  number  of  25,000 
perfons  have  been  inoculated  during  the  lad  forty  years 
of  the  lad  century,  at  the  Inoculating  Hofpital,  in  Lon¬ 
don,  a  very  extenfive  inditution ; — we  therefore  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  children  of  the  poor,  or  other  perfons, 
who  have  not  had  either  the  Small  Pox  or  the  Cow 
Pox,  be  once  or  twice  a  year,  or  occafionally,  inocu¬ 
lated  at  their  own  houfes,  a  meafure  neceflary  to  render 
permanent  the  good  effects  of  a  general  Cow  Pox  inocu¬ 
lation,  in  extinguifhing  the  Small  Pox.  We  think, 
moreover,  in  this  univerfal  Cow  Pox  inoculation,  it  will 
be  prudent  for  a  time,  as  there  is  frequently  no  vifible 
conditutional  didurbance  of  the  fydem,  denoting  its  ef¬ 
ficient  agency,  that  the  part  inoculated  fhould  be  fub- 
mitted  to  the  infpeClion  of  fome  medical  man,  or  to 
fome  perfon  converfant  in  the  practice;  by  thefe  means 
midakes  may  be  prevented,  prejudicial  to  the  individual, 
and  to  the  extenfion  of  the  Cow  Pox  inoculation ;  and 
fhould  hereafter  any  folitary  cafe  of  Small  Pox  arife, 
from  any  fecret  or  unknown  fource,  it  is  hoped  that  all 
intercourfe  will  be  dopped  immediately,  between  per¬ 
fons  fo  affe&ed,  and  fuch  as  are  liable  to  the  difeafe. 
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That  thefe  hopes  are  not  too  fanguine,  the  prefent 
date  of  Vienna,  the  metropolis  of  Germany,  evinces ; 
for  in  that  city,  containing  a  population  of  254,000, 
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after  a  general  Cow  Pox  inoculation,  only  two  perfons 
have  died  of  Small  Pox,  during  the  year  1804. 


By  enforcing  thefe  meafures,  we  fliall  foon  fee  the 
united  kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  rival  the 
other  States  of  Europe,  not  only  in  religion,  fcience,  and 
morals,  but  in  confulting  the  fafety,andfecuring  the  lives, 
of  our  fellow  creatures,  by  the  extinction  of  the  Small 
Pox — and  that  our  commerce  will  no  longer  be  charged 
with  carrying  the  feeds  of  death  and  deftruCtion  to  dis¬ 
tant  quarters  of  the  globe,  at  the  fame  time  that  it  con¬ 
veys  the  products  of  our  induftry,  and  the  arts  of  civi¬ 
lized  life.

'litis  day  the  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Meet - 
ing  to  consider  of  the  best  Means  to  put  a  stop  to 
the  Pr  ogress  of  the  Small  Pox  at  this  time,  and 
of  '  preventing  its  Introduction  into  the  Town  infu * 

lure,  made  the  following  Report : — 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Medical  Committee  appointed  by 
the  Meeting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  City,  held 
at  the  Guildhall,  on  July  the  16th,  1805,  for  the 
Purpofe  of  concerting  Meafures  for  the  Extermina¬ 
tion  of  Small  Pox, 

Resolved — 1st.  That  it  is  the  recommendation  of  this 
Committee,  that  a  Universal  Inoculation  of  Cow  Pox  should 
take  place  immediately  in  this  City  and  its  Hamlets — a 
measure  necessary  to  the  Extinction  of  Small  Pox. 

2d.  That  Small  Pox  Inoculation  should  be  discouraged. 
3d.  That  a  Return  be  made  of  all  the  Inhabitants  of  this 
Citv  and  Hamlets,  who  have  not  had  either  the  Small  Pox 
or  the  Cow  Pox,  and  that  to  this  end  the  assistance  of  the 
Clergy,  Churchwardens,  and  Principal  Inhabitants  of  the 
several  Parishes  be  requested. 


4tb.  That 


4th.  That  the  active  co-operation  of  the  Coo  it  of  Guar¬ 
dians  would  essentially  promote  this  important  object. 

5th.  That  to  render  permanent  these  salutary  measures, 
a  general  Inoculation  of  Cow  Pox  should  also  take  place  at 
stated  intervals,  not  less  frequently  than  twice  in  the  year ; 
and  that  it  would  greatly  facilitate  this  purpose,  if  the  Mi¬ 
nisters  of  the  several  Congregations  make  a  weekly  return 
of  the  Names  and  Places  of  Abode  of  the  Children  bap¬ 
tized. 

6th.  That  on  the  present  occasion,  we,  as  medical  men, 
are  individually  ready  to  Inoculate  for  Cow  Pox  the  Poor 
of  this  City  and  Hamlets  at  their  own  habitations. 

7th.  That  strongly  impressed  by  a  sense  of  the  high 
value  of  the  advantages  that  may  result  from  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  permanent  ^stem  of  Cow  Pox  Inoculation 
amongst  the  Poor,  we  earnestly  recommend  to  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Court  of  Guardians,  the  propriety  of 
granting,  hereafter,  a  certain  compensation  to  their  Sur¬ 
geons  for  any  Pauper  belonging  to  the  City  and  its  Hamlets, 
who  shall  be  Inoculated  for  the  Cow  Pox,  by  them,  in 
their  respective  districts.
